Some  of  us 
participated  in  an  operetta  about  nursery  rhymes. 

We  were  promoted  to  the  sixth  grade  and  were  joined  by  Leroy  Williams,  Jimmy 
Smith,  and  Fl^yd  Bosher.  We  were  very  happy  that  our  class  was  growing  so  rapidly. 

There  was  a  y  pretty  May  Day  that  year,  and  our  teacher,  Mrs.  Glover,  helped  us  to 
learn  our  sonb  and  dances.  We  were  beginning  to  feel  very  grownup  and  important. 

We  began  our  last  year  of  grammar  school  with  Mrs.  Dunham.  We  had  high  hopes 
of  entering  high  school  the  next  year,  and  she  was'right  with  us  all  the  way.  The  operetta, 
"Fairies  Are  Really  Truly"  was  a  big  success.  We  took  a  wonderful  trip  to  Washington, 

D.  C.  that  year.  We  welcomed  LeCorbin  Parsley,  Russell  Williams,  and  Bobby  Pounds 
to  our  class.  I  would  like  at  this  point  to  give  Mrs.  Dunham  our  thanks  for  the  wonderful 
preparation  she  gave  us  for  high  school. 

We  had  all  looked  forward  to  high  school,  and  when  the  day  finally  rolled  around  for 
us  to  enter  our  freshman  homeroom,  we  were  breathless  with  excitement!  We  were  very 
happy  to  receive  Shirley  Parseghian,  Tommy  Gentry,  and  Leslie  Chenault  into  our  class. 

We  really  enjoyed  the  changing  of  classrooms  and  having  different  teachers  for  our  many 
subjects.  Mr.  Hall  was  our  homeroom  teacher  and  also  taught  us  mathametics.  We  found 
that  another  year  had  passed  quickly  for  us. 

With  a  very  exaggerated  idea  of  our  own  importance,  we  returned  to  take  our 
Sophomore  year  with  Mr.  Manson  as  our  homeroom  teacher.  We  had  our  usual  class 
parties  and  weiner  roasts  that  year.  A  large  percentage  of  our  class  began  to  participate 
in  athletics,  and  we  learned  how  to  be  good  sports  in  all  of  our  activities. 

Our  Junior  year  was  very  exciting  and  full  of  thrilling  events.  Many  of  the  girls  of 
our  class  were  on  the  basketball  and  softball  teams,  and  the  boys  were  very  busy  playing 
football,  basketball,  and  baseball.  Miss  Williams  was  a  very  wonderful  homeroom  teacher 
because  she  took  so  much  interest  in  us  and  helped  with  our  greatest  event  of  the  year,  the 
Junior-Senior  Prom,  of  which  the  theme  was  "April  Showers.  "  We  also  had  a  very  colorful 
and  lovely  May  Day.  We  welcomed  Johnny  Hunter  into  our  class  that  year. 

The  members  of  the  Class  of  '53  are  now  leaving  their  full-of-fun  days.  We  are  going 
out,  either  to  make  our  own  living,  or  to  further  our  education.  At  last  we  have  achieved 
the  ambition  for  which  we  have  hoped  since  we  entered  the  first  grade.  We  are  about  to 
graduate. 

1  The  Senior  year,  with  Mrs.  Eubank  our  homeroom  teacher,  has  been  a  year  of  many 

activities,  and  the  most  perfect  of  our  school  years.  Our  class  enjoyed  presenting  "Tattletale," 
our  senior  play,  directed  by  Mrs.  Eubank  and  Mrs.  Dunham.  Being  on  the  staff  of  the  school 
paper  and  the  school  annual,  with  the  help  of  Miss  Breeden,  has  been  a  pleasure  to  many 
of  the  Seniors. 

We  look  back  over  the  years  past  at  this  school,  and  graduating  is  a  sad  occasion,  but 
yet  an  extremely  happy  one. 

For  the  Class  of  '53,  I  wish  to  express  our  deepest  appreciation  to  the  teachers  and  to 
our  principal,  Mr.  B.  V.  Aylor,  for  the  many  ways  in  which  they  have  contributed  to  our 
school  life.  Our  class  motto,  "Seek  and  ye  shall  find,"  expresses  for  us  our  ideals  toward 
which  we  must  ever  strive.  We  are  facing  the  future  with  hopes  that  our  contribution  will 
be  nothing  less  than  the  very  best  of  which  we  are  capable.
